The Emperor, the "Duke of ' Savoy, the Princes Electors, 
the Princes of Z7anzover and Lunenburgh, the States Gene- 
ral, the Spaniſh King ; and, which is more conſiderable rhan 
any one of the reſt,. the King of Great Brittain: 1 fay, all 
the Forces of theſe-Princes, by Land or Sea, have as yet bin 
ſo far from making any great Impreſſions on that one Mo- 
narch, that he ſeems as yet to be greater than -at firſt ; and 
his Arms thus far have had the Advantage; but the firſt 
Winners are. generally the laſt Loſers : . And I don't doubt, 
bur that their late Braveries, ung little Succefles, will be ” 
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ſo many Alarms to awake the Fury of the Confederates, and' 
prick them on: to early, vigorous, and. preſling undertakings 
this next Campaign. The French indeed are at the beck of 
one; They are very quick and alert for Execution; and the 
great Fortune of their Grand Lewis, both open and fraudy- 
tent, for fo long a Tine, againſt ſo many Princes, their ma- 
king War in their Enemies Countries, the raiſing of vaſt 
Contributions, their butning of Villages, and daily Plunders, 
have raiſed ſuch a Vain-glorious Spirit in their Men-of War, 
as to think that nothing can ſtand before them, and that 
they are; as it were, born to. be Lords of Earope; but I am 
very confident, ſhould their proſperous Sun-ſhine look but 
once a little Cloudy, and they were but well beaten in a 
Battle or two, their ihſolent Temper would foon ſhfink into 
a ſlavidh Fear ;,, and the miſerable conſequences of Dilttruſt, 
Mutiny, and Cowardlineſs, would-crowd thick upon them. 
Now, I hope, this Honour is reſerved for the Subje&s of 
ifty. Nation,” who [have [bin the; only People in the World 
that have beſt talked wirh the French with Sword in hand, 
and given the greateſt Checks and Correftions to their da- 
ing Confidence : And feeing then that the King of £ng/and, 
Sins Prince of Orange, is __ General of all the Forces 
of the United Provinces, and hath ſeveral Zug/z/ Regiments 
now actually in the' Service of the States; ſeeing we, of this 
Nation, are fo much intereſted in the War, and becauſe the 
buſineſs of this laſt Campaign was of the greateſt moment, 
little beitg done in the firſt, againſt rhe Frexch; but what was 
done by the £»7/7h; ſeeing the Hollanders, notwithſtanding 
all their pretentions to Hardineſs and Valour, have fearce bin 
yet able to oppoſe the French, without moſt obliging helps 
from the good-natur'd Exg/i/h; and becauſe we Boorih Regi- 
ments, laſt Summer, had not the Honour to be at the Battle 
of Feary, which was the great buſinels of the laft Cam- 
| palgn, 
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paign, but was chiefly managed by the Putch Army, I ſhall 
come to the main thing which I here deſign, to wit, to give 
you a particular account of the TranſaQtions of the laſt Sum- 
mer ; for the better performance of which, Thave made 'my 
chief buſineſs to know the particulars, fromthe beſt, moſt 
able, and moſt skilful Gentlemen, who had not little ſhare 
in thoſe Grand Afairs. | 

The Prince of Waldeck, who is a German, and Related to 
the King, ſupplies the Place of His Majeſty of Erg/aud, and 
Commands 'the Forces of the States General, is about the 
Age of Seventy, very little inclining to Fat, and of a hand- 
ſome Stature, but ſomewhat ſtooping under the rent wenn 
of Age and War : A Prince ſecond to none in Military Affairs, 
and is worthily eſteemd one of the greateſt Captains of his 
Age: He hath not had the Reputation of a very Fortunate 
General ; but this ought rather to be imputed to the Forces 
which he Commanded, than to any deficiency in his Skill 
or Courage: His great Age doth not in the leaſt hinder him 
from the moſt Toilful Cares: He very ſ&dom goes ro Bed 
tif Twelve at Night, and is om bees and ready by 
Five in the Mormng, either -to ſend forth Scouts and Spie: 
or to receive them ; or to examine Draughts and Maps, od 
Grounds and Paſſes; or for Council, or to give neceffary 
Orders to his Army: His Parts are-as freſh and vigorous as 
ever ; he Fe the beſt Rezſons for what he doth of any Man 
living : he hath any Fault, 'tis for having ſomewhat in 
him -of the- old Reman Fabius ; and ticks too cloſe to his 
Art and Rules. | A. 
- "Under him, 49'the laſt Spring, the Campaign began to 
be 'opened' dbour the x 4%* of May, towards rhe Country. of 
Namwr'; and after three-or/four Marches, and about the 12th 
of June, "his Forces being about 2.5000 Fighting Men, he 
Encamped 'his Army -ngh called Fleary,”on a great 
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(4) 
and a plain Corn-Field, than which, there is fcarce a more 
Fertile ſpot of Ground in Europe, and now made more Lux- 
urious by the Blood of one of the greateſt Battles, according 
to the number of Men, that hath bin Fought in theſe Parts 
this great while. 


Not much above Four Miles from this Place, is the River 


Sambre, Fordable in moſt Places in the Summer, but boun- 
ded very much on both ſides with-craggy Banks, and thick 
Woods ; onthe other ſide of this River: lay Encamped the 
French Army , Commanded by the Famous Monſieur Duke 


_  Luxemburgh; the number of his Army not much exceeding | 


that of the States: He is of the Ancient and moſt noble Fa- 
mily of Montmorancy, about the Age of Fifty, prodigiouſly 
ill-ſhaped and deformed in his Perſon, but Skilful, Haughty, 
Politick and Brave. Now, beſides'the main Bodies or ſtand- 
ing Forces on each ſide, there are alſo Two Camp-Yolants, or 
Flying Armies, confiſting of Eleven or Twelve Thouſand Men 
each ; rhat of the French, Commanded by. Marſchal D' Zu- 
ers; ours of the Confederates, ſometimes by Prince Yau- 
demont., but commonly by the Marquis D' Caffazaga, Go- 
vernor of the Spaniſh Netherlands, in his own Perſon. Theſe 
Flying Armies are for ſudden Oaſets, or for ſeizing of Paſſes 
or Towns, or elſe for joyning, the main Army on all occa- 
ſions: They conſiſt generally of good -Horſe and Dragoons, 
and are ſeldom Encamped above ten or- twelve hours March 
from the main Body : Now, D' Humzers being not above ten 
Leagues, or hardly ſo much, from Monſieur Luxenburgh, 

Caſtanaga was to obſerve his Motion. | 
The Forces of England, in this Country, the firſt Cam- 
paign were conſiderable, but the Horſe, and five Regiments 
of Foot being called for Home, we had only Six Batrallions 
left, which, except one, which was at Mechlin, were all in 
Garriſon at Ghent ; the Regiment of Schonberg, Com ns 
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by Sir Robert Douglas ; Two Battallions of the Engliſh and 
| Scotch Guards ; The Regiment of Hodges, and the Regiment 
of D' Offere! : Our Commander in chief was Major General 
Tolmach.  Wehad Orders to March and joyn Prince Waldeck, 
above aFortnight before the Battle, but our Money coming. 
not timely enough from Exg/and, and we having contracted 
ſome Debts in that City, could not conveniently be permit-- 
ted to March till our Money came. Indeed, if we had bur 
at the Battle, we could have done no great good; 'tis very 
probable, in having our Poſt of Honour, we-might have bin 
_ 4 off in an Army which was left immediately without 
orſe. | | 
The Army of the Duke of Bra»denburgh down towards the 
Moſelle, 'had the Year before, taken the ſtrong Garriſon of 
Bonx, and was now Marching to Beſiege another Cittadel, 
called Ment Royal, whom our Army was to cover: Afﬀairs 
ſtanding, in this Poſture, and Monſieur Laxenburgh knowing, 
that without a Battle their Towns would. be-pick'd away by 
degrees, one after another, was reſolved to-Fighr, or elſe the 
| Brandenburgh Army could not be hindered; yet he would 
be ſure ſo to order his Buſineſs, that he would nor Fight 
unleſs with an advantagious Policy: He therefore fends a 
ſtrict Expreſs to Marſchal D' Zumiers, to: this, Effect;

Scouts of Caſtanaga being careleſs, and" not going farther 
than if ſight of the other Camp (having often feen it ) and 
not dreaming of the Policy in hand, might fee their Tents 
pirched, and Ntanding as before in the fame order as when 
they firſt Encamped ; fo that the Spies returned well fatisfied,

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do; they Fee them after an extraordinary liberal manner;- 
which, as I have bin told, is ſomewhat neglected in the 
States Army. Prince Waldeck had either very few Spies out, 
or elſe they who were ſent, were not skilſul'enough'ro give. 
warning of the great encreaſe of the French Army : The 
Prince, indeed, was not ſurpriſed as to the main; he had ſuf- 
ficient notice that the Duke D' Luxenburgh was paſſing the 
Sambre, and would not be perfyaded to oppoſe his Artemyt : 
He thought his Army as good as-that of the Frexch. and in- - 
deed to outward appearance they always were: Few Soldi- 
ers' having better AſpeRts than the Darch Troopers, if their 
Hearts were but ſo good. The Prince knew his Army to be 
well reſted, free from fatiegue, in Health, and to look well 
and protng. He had the advantage of 'Sun; Wind, and 
Ground; if his Army would but do as Soldiers ought, 
he could not well be beaten ; but if Soldiers won't Fight, 
'tis no fault of the Generals if the ViRtory be loſt. 
Troops that could beſt be ſpared were left with D* Zumjers,; 
in-caſe of neceſſity, ro Guard the Paſſes, and make good the 
Retreat again over the River. ls | 

Their Army having all paſſed, very early in the Morning, - 

t themſelves in-Array, as the Ground would give leave to: 
March to:the Dutch, The States Army was drawn skilfull 
up in two Lines : The- Holland's Horſe on therkeft, being. m 
in number, were Commanded by the Brave Prince of Friz/and, 
the Grave Yan Naſſau, Lieutenant General Ayia, and Count- 
Fladorf, all faid ts be brave and experienced Men of War : 
The Right was. moſtly Spaniſh or Flanders Horſe, Com-. 
manded by the Brave Count D' 7abee, than whom, *tis ſaid; 
there is ſcarce a better Horſeman living : The main Battle 
was guided by the Prince himſelf. The Battle began firſt 
on the Right : The Spaniards had the Poſt of Honour, and. 


did what Men of Honour ought to do :. They firſt of all re- 
” ceived: 
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ceived -the- French Fury, and. then Charged through them 
with ſach Courage and Bravery, three' or four times, that 
they ſoon brake:them, though'more in number by far, and 
made- themſelves Maſters of Eight Pieces of French 
But here comes the misfortune of all ; The French, who 
well knew the Dutch Horſe, had placed againſt them 
their Gens 4 Arms, the choice of the Kings Houſhold, and, 
as tis faid, 2000 Gentlemen Volunteers, than which, they 
fay, unleſs among the Germans, there are ſcarce their Equals: 
ey advanced againlt the Zollanders with Sword inhand ; 
at the ſight of which, without ſo much as Firing of Carabin 
or Piſtol, maugre all the Threats and Perſwaſions of their 
Skilful Generals and great Officers, they turned tail, and ran 
all away ; which gave leiſure enough to ſome of thoſe Con- 
quering Squadrons to go and help their Brethren .on' the 
Right ; ſo that Zabee, with his z000 Horſe, for he had no 
more, was ſoon over-powered ; ſo that ſoon the States. In- 
fantry were left all naked; both on-Right and Left, without 
any Horſe to cover them: However; they were reſolved: to 
do like Men of Honour, and to fell their Lives at the deareſt 
rate they could,and accordingly caſt themſelves into the moſt 
requiſite Poſtures ; ſo. that the Enemy, -by {their cloſe and 
punctual Fire, were fo often Galled and Shattered they knew 
not what to do; the: French WO could not fo much as 
dare look them in the face ; could the Dutch be left alone to 
them, they would eſteem them as nothing: The Carnage, 
the mean while, was great on both ſides: 'The French Horſe 
were forced to rally rheir Foot ſeveral times, and to bri 
them up under their Covert ;: till at laſt being ond 


| by too vaſt. Bodies, both of Horſe .and Foot, and ſome of 


their own Cannon being turned upon them, they were at 
laſt Beaten, and forced to yield to uncqual numbers :. The 
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(9) 
Regiments which defended the Cannon, were almoſt all cut 
off, and whole Battallions, ſcorning to turn, were cut down 
almoſt Rank and File as they ſtood ; ſo that the Foot fight- 
ing ſo brave, though the French had almoſt two Horſe for 
one, if the Dutch Troops had but again Rallied, and but in 
a manner only ſhewed themſelves about again in Order, the 
Prench had bin really diſmayed, and would have made their 
beſt ſhifts to have quitted the Field ; but they were gone and 
ſcattered, and rather than helping, fell to the Plundering of 
the Yivandeers of their own. Army. The Battle began on 
Friday the 13th of June, as I take it, about One a Clock 
in the Afternoon, and the Evening drawing on, the Gene- 
_—_—— his beſt Skill, endeavoured to bring off what Bat- 

ions he could, and Marching, away by Night rowards 
Nivele, by hard Paſſes, he came and Encamped on the other 
fide of the Canall of Bruſſe/s, which looks towards Machlin 
or Holland. 

The French loſt in the Battle, notwithſtanding their Con- 
queſt, nigh 5000 Men; a great many of their Officers be- 
ing Buried in the Church at Flenry, as I was informed by 
the Prieſt of the Pariſh; and the heaps of their Dead k 
very thick over all the Field. The Dutch had as many Kil- 
led, and a great many Wounded, beſides above 7000 taken 
Priſoners : They loſt their Cannon and Copper Boats, all 


| che itt Waggons, and moſt of their yn and 


teft the Spoil and Plunder of the Field to the uering 
Pench : And now a great Conſternation was preſently ſprea 

over all the Netherlands, and People immediately to 
fear what great Progreſs the- French might make in purſuit 
of their Victory ; ſome thought they would March and Be- 
ſiege Charleroy, which was reported, at that time, to be but 
ill Stored : Others thought they would preſs on and follow

would try to force Caſtavaga, but none of theſe ſurmiſes hap- 
pened ; the French Army ſtay'd nigh Three Weeks near the 
place where they won the Battle. They had receiv'd a fe- 
vere Blow in getting the Victory ; their Army muſt be again 
refreſhed and recruited, which would take up ſome time; 
that the Camp-Yolaxt of Caſtanaga was ſtrong and firm, con- 
ſiſting of x 3000 ſtrong, and could, in ſpight of them, retire 
and joyn Waldeck. 

Immediately, upon the Loſs of the Battle, the States had 
ſent a-Paſſionate Expreſs to the Duke of Brandenburgh, who, 
with his Army, lay towards the Moſe/e, That he would. be 
pleaſed. ro March with all ſpeed and joyn their Army, -or ro 
lyenigh them, to be able to aſſiſt on all occaſions ; and thoſe 
all joyned together would make a Formidable Body. The 
French indeed aſlay'd, if they could, to hinder their joyning, 
but ir came ro nothing, the Ele&tor Marching another way 
than what they imagined, 

In the mean while, we the Briti/þ Rrigae, were Ship'd on 
Bilanders, at Ghent, on the River Sche/d, and in; three or 
four days came to a-place called Yitvord, on the Canall of 
Bruſſels, about two Leagues from the City, and not above a 
Mile and half from the Camp of Prince Waldeck-: It was not 
thought convenient for us to take our Poſts, and to Incor- 
porate in the Army in one Camp, but we were alotted a 
Piece of Ground by our ſelves, at a Village called Park, to- 
wards the ſaid Caſtle of Yitword: This is an Ancient Palace 
or Cittadel, now very Ruinous, eſpecially on the Inſide ; and 
by its Ruines, Height, Compaſs, and Sciruation, ſhows it was 
the Place of great Perſonages ; but in theſe latter Times, 'tis 
very Famous for. being the Noble Priſon of the Spaniſh Ne- 
therlands : If any great Courtier, or Lord, or any Governor 
of a Town, or.conſiderable Officer of an Army, ſhall be ſuſ- 
peed of Fallhood, or Betraying his Truſt, -he, without 'any 

noiſe, 
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noiſe, is-preſently ſeized, and ſent to this Caſtle, where he 
muſt undergo ſtri&t Impriſonment, and a ſtriter Tryal. In 
former Times they had there a ſtrange Contrivance for a 
ſtrange, ſuddain, and barbarous Execution, having a great 
Wheel in the bottom of the Priſon, ſo that the Priſoner be- 
ing brought into a Room juſt. over it, not thinking what: 
might happen, perhaps as he fate at Dinner, and nor at all 
knowing of his Condemnation, the Chamber, like a Scene, 
would, on a, ſuddain, be opened into Two Parts;.and imme- 
diately the Condemned. would fall into the under Engine, and, 
in a ſhort time, be torn to pieces, and never be more heard 
of : But this way of Proceeding and Puniſhment is now left. 
off, though ſtill this State Inquiſition is very ſevere, and- 
there is but ſmall hopes of any one that 1s caſt into it... - 
Here it was that I firſt ſaw the Da#tch Army this Cam-- 
paign, about five or ſix days after the Battle: The Battallions- 
of Foot looked thin, and grievouſly changed ; and: Bruſſels. 
was .crowded up with Wounded Men: The Horſe indeed. 
look'd -as they- were: wont, and Pretty well gathered together, 
as having a far» better way. of Selt-preſervation : - Here we 
Encamp'd above four Weeks, till Prince Waldeck had ſent off 
the ſhattered Regiments, and. had received new. from the. 
Frontier Garriſons, with Cannon, Boats, Artillery and Wag- 
gons, as was neceſſary. The Country all about Bruſſels is. 
exceeding Pleaſant and Fruitful ; the City is large, very thick 
Peopled, and full of Coaches and all forts of Gallantry. a /a 
mode of France; and the French Language is ſpoken there 
by the. meaneſt Tradeſmen : 'Tis very Hilly, which in theſe 
Countries; is a great Rarity : The Pallace and the Park ſtand 
on the higheſt Ground, and ſeem . to overlook the reſt; the 
Park is but little, but ſweet and beautiful, beſides Adorned 
with ſome of the. fineſt Water-works in Europe -; There: is' 
alſo the Royal Armory, wiveh mor Travellers! that come

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into thoſe Parts defire to ſee; wherein are curious rarities 


and devices in Armour, and Trophies, and Banners, and 

Standards of the Ancient Earls and Governors of Flanders, 

and Kings of Spazy. " 
When the Army was recruited, and all neccflaries made 


-up, and every thing put in order, abont the 23d of July we 


had orders to March, and Encamp'd that day at a place called 
Overiisk, where we of the Eng/i/h joyned the Dutch in order, 
had our Poſt of Honour 'on the Right, and made a very 
pretty addition 'to their Lines : Here it was, that one might 
well perceive a very good alteration in rhe face of our Ge- 
neral: He look'd fad, diſcontented, and penfive after the 
Battle; and was heard to fay, That he wiſh'd he alſo had 
fallen among ſo many Brave Men as he had loſt at Flewry, 
but that he hop'd GO'D had ſpared him for a greater Re- 
venge ; ſo that nothing could have pleaſed him more at that 
time, than to ſee his Army again look Vigorous-and Strong, 
and himſelf put into fuch a condition as t® be eble once more, 
before the Summer was over, to return Monſieur Zuxenburgh 
his former kindneſs. - We ſtayed in this Camp but one 
Night, we Decamped the next Morning, and came to a Place, 
4 pretty rr Wavre, where, in a moſt delightful 
Valley, abour in the Afternoon, we came tothe

his Face indeed is fine. and comely : His Brothers, Prince 
Charles and Prince Philip, are both Tall and well Shapd Gen- 

tlemen; 
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tlemen ; His Court was exceeding Splendid : Beſides his 
Guards, he hath an hundred French Gentlemen Refugees, all 
well Mounted and Clad in Scarlet, with a broad Gold Lace 
on the Seams, every one looking like 2 Captain ; They. are 
called his Grand Muſqueteers, and always atrerid his Perſon : 
He had alſo with him ſeveral Miniſters of Forraign Princes; 
amo! ers, was the Honourable Mr. Johnſon, Envoy from 
the Court of E . Here it was that Prince -Waldeck re- 
ceived a Letter from our King, that he was Conqueror at the 
Boyne, and was immediately going to my, nr and 

hoped to be with us at- the of our Army in Twen 
days; upon which news, the Exg/i/br Envoy made a moſt 
ſplendid Feaſt for the Dukeand his Prince Waldeck, 
and all the Generals and great Officers of the whole Army : 
Where the General 'made' the news'publick, and was ſecon- 
ny with Drinking of Healths, Huzza's, Drums, Trumpets, 

Ho-boys. | 
Our Army now "conſiſted of nigh 45000 Fighting Men : 
We had'no Talk among us' now, but. of Victory and Con- 
queſt ; all Officers fitting and preparing for a Battle, by ſend- 
ing all the Baggage" they could conveniently ſpare into the 
Neighbouring Towns, that fo we might ſpeedily advance 
towards the Enemy, who were not above Eight Le: 

from us :. Ant, 'twas ſaid, the Brandewburghers trad tecerved 
Orders, neither to give nor take Quarter : | From hence we 
removed, and Encamp'd at a place called Genap : In this place - 
we ſtaid about ſix days ; and, on the Swaay, which was the 
day before we Decamp'd, all the Chaplains of the Eng/i/h and 
Fob anders received Orders to have particular Prayers and 
Sermons on the occafiors of the Kings Vidory in- Trelanet ; 
and *twas appointed a day of Rejoycing throughout the whole 
ny Here it was that I ſaw the Order of a Ttiumph in a 
Field, much beyond any that is poflible to- be repreſented 
in 
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in the moſt Pompous Cities. On the Sanday Evening, a little 
before Sun-ſet, the whole Army was compleatly drawn up: 
in Battle-Array, . in T'wo Lines, the Horſe on the Right and: 
Left, in exact Order, with Trumpets ſounding, Drums beat- 


ing, and Colours flying: The Prince, and the other Generals. 
of the Army riding up and down, and: giving particular Or- 


ders of the Time and Signals punCtually to be obſerved ; fo . 
that-at the ſhutting up of: the Gays that the Action: might 


look more terrible Camely, after-the Firing of Seventy Pieces 
 of.Cannon, there- was a running Fire, which look'd but as: 
one continued Volley, or rather a long; rolling Clap of Thun-. 
der, through both Lines, beginning-on- the Right of the firſt 
Line,: till 4x.came there about again to-the-fecond. This 
was done three times with Cannon and Volley, which ſeem'd 
to rend the very Skies, and. made the; Earth to tremble ;-in- 


ſomuch as the Enemy might eaſily hear the ſound, and judge

the Night a Feſtival, -by .plentiful Suppers, Drinking of the 
King, and Queens Healths, and the Grandees of the' Army:

Here it was that we firſt heard of another Vitory gained 


by the French.under Monſieur Catinat, againſt the Duke of 
Savoy, and Papers Printed at Bruſſels were Sold up and down 
the Army; .of the-manneg and methed of. Monſjeur Luxen- 


burgh's ſending Expreſlesito the: French King of his Fortune: 
in Flanders: He had'\with him in his Army, one of the Sons: 


of the Famous Marqueſs -«* Boufflers, who was 'one of the: 
Dauphin's' Generals at. that time on:the Rhine; to him he gave: 
the ſecond Honour, by ſending of him firſt to:YVerſaile; and 
he was'orgered to ſpeak to the King ao morethan theſe words, 
Sir, They who Fight in your Name cannot chuſe- but Conquer : 
Tour Vittorious. Genius; Reigns throughout the World: Tour Ar- 
my, 
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wy, with Monfreur 7K, has beaten the Dutch: The 
Grand Prior 1s at hand" to relate the Particulars ; "and among 
the reſt, will forget to tell your Majeſty; That he is an Fionour 


to War, and one of the Brave Men inthe World. 


From hence we advanced about Three Leagues towards 
the Enemy;-to a place called Segnioria de Boſch, or Our Lady 
of the, Words; here we ſtayed-about four or:five/days and 
here was'the firſt place that-bur Talks'of a ſpeedy Battle be- 
gan to. abate, and the Grandees to diſagree in! their former 
Reſolutions; Not much. above two Miles from this Place is 
2 pleaſant little City called/Nzze/e : "Tis:-walled round accor- 
dingito the: Ancient Fortification ; but if 'twere Modern; it 
would ſignifie nothing, for it lyes in a Bottom, and there:are 
high Hills looking over it on every fide : In this place are the 
Church and Cloyſtersof-the Famous Lady's Canoreſſes, of the 
Order of St. Gertrude, who was a Daughter of the Ancient 
and- Noble Family of 7riſnze, who firſt ſertled this Order; and 
Endowed-:it with large Revenues; and -no Woman can be 
Canoneſs hereunleſs Nobly Born: They have no'Confinement 
but to Sing their Prayers four times a day ; they may Walk 
or go Abroad, Converle with Men, and: Marry if they like, 
bur when Married; like Fellows of our Colleges, they loſe 
their Collegiate. Stipend : They are: dreſſed, as to the fore 
Parts, all Topping and' Modiſh ; their Habit is a white Veil 
hanging from the hinder part of the Head down to the Mid- 
dle, and a long Robe faced with rich Furrs, which they may 
put off if they. pleaſe when they come from Chappel: When 
in our Marches at-any time we come-nigh this:Place; 'multi- 
tudes, of the Gentry of the Army flock here, to hear them 
Sing at their Devotion, and to. drink Wine in their Tavern, 
which they have within the Gate of their. Cloyſters, where, 
by Servants appointed; Wine, as Champazgy and Rbenifh, is fold 
by Retail, as part of their Revenue. . Front

From onr Lady of the Weeds we Marched next to a little 
Town called N:ftre Dame, or Our Lady of Hall; here was the 
Head Quarters of the Duke of Brandextuwyh, and Prince Wal- 
deck had his at a place-called Lambect : This was # ſtrong. 
Paſs, and by our Encamping there, an hindrance of the Ene- 
mies making Excurſions into any of rhe adjacent parts of rhe 
Country: Here our Army was encreas'd to avaſt bignels ; 


for at this Camp we joyn'd the Forces of Caffazaga; fo that 
our indy reach. ann five Miles in , and was. fo- 


berly j1 to amount om_ Six-and Fifty Thouſand Men 
ſtrong. 1n this Camp we had very bad Weather, much Light- 
ing and Thunder, and Rain for nigh ſix or ſeven days to- 
> fo'that we could hardly ftir all that while out of our 
The French lay Encamp'd ata place called'Zefines, not far 
from Yalenciemnes, with an Army very little in number infe- 
rior to-ours ; the greatPhin of Cambroy lay between us, from 
whence Monſieur Zzxenburgh ſent word by: a Trumper, that 
| I am fure, our General 
Prince Waldeck would have accepted the opportunity with 
all his Heart, but. rhe Prexch-man"was Satyrical, and meant 
no ſuch rhing ; and had taken care-enowgh to devour and 
deſtroy all rhe Forage that lay in thoſe Plains, and every 
where cle before our Army ;/ and there''was-no coming to 
them, with fuch a Body as ours, unleſs we could come to 
them without Horſe or Waggon, or both Men and Horſes 
could live without Meat. ku. 2 | 
But however, this was not all whichumight hinder « ſe- 
cond Battle, the Confederates were atvariance intheir Coun- 
fels : The EleQor, though he be a great Prince, yet he is but 
2 young Man, and not very much zenced in the Art of 
War: Now, from the time that he joyn'd us, all Orders 
weregiven out'at tys Quarters ; the Councils 'of War vg 
| e 
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held at his Court :. And his EleQoral Highneſs, as 'tis report- 
ed, is too much enclin'd to hearken to his General, who is 
faid to be now nigh Ninety years old, and to be too much 
decay'd in his Abilities of Mind, which were never very Fa- 
mous; therefore our General went but feldom to Council, 
as loath to have paſſionate poſitive Dotage to take place 
of his 'Oracles : Beſides, the Governor of the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands was loath to venture a ſecond Battle, and it could hardly 
be agreed about our Poſts of Honour; fo that after we had 
ſtaid here about three Weeks, and had made the Country 
look like a Defart, which we found almoſt like-a Garden, 
we Marched and came a little nigher the Enemy, at a place 
called Wanbeck ; not far from hence, is the moſt delightfome 
Palace and Garden of Ezghien, belonging to the Duke of 
Areſcot ; a Place which Art and Nature hgve both contrived 
in a moſt Luxurious manner ro make lovely, wonderful, and 
almoſt a Paradice ; from hence, 'tis ſaid, the French King took 
his Pattern for his prodigious Contrivances as Yerſaile.- Here 
we ſtaid a conſiderable time, ( IT think above three Weeks ) 
and having Eaten up all the Forage that we could poſlibly 
get, the Winter coming on, and the Rains beginning to fall, 
which continues uſually this time of the Year almoſt a Month 
together. - The French, as well as we, thought 'twas high 
time to break up, which we did about the middle of Ofober, 
within a little while one of the other: Thus our mighty Ar- 
my, which'was enough to Fight almoſt all Exrope for a day, 
was broken up for this Seaſon, without any other Engage- 
ment, than that of Wind, Rain, and bad Weather, and we 
went to our Winter Quarters wet and weary : And thus 
ended the Campaign. 

And here now we may ſee the great difference thar is be- 
twixt an Army, the Subjects of one King, and under the 
Command of ' one Captain General, and: another which is 
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compounded.of ſeveral National 
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| Intereſts, and under divers 
Princes which are not ſubordinate one #0 angther;; for the 
one is {till ready to. Moove, to Stand, to Exccute, even at the 
very- Nad and Sign of their Commander, whilſt the others 
are diſputing about their Peſts, differing .in their Connails, 
and endeavouring to promote their-own {ntergfts and Affairs; 
ſo hard is ir. to ſo many different Nations, 40 qromote 
one common Good and publick Defizu. This is the only great 
advantage that the French have againft us: That Force:muſt 


_ - needs be very ſirang and vigorous which i fo truly-united. 


And I hope the Confederate Princes, from the miſtakes of :the 
Zaft, will ſo order their Cowncils againſt the Newt £ lien, 
that with -one -Heart and firm Reſolution we may £arly:and 
Briskly puſh the War upon the French, orelfe, I fear, little 
Progreſs will be made againſt ſo Skiltul, Politick, and well 
compacted an-Enemy. 


| Indeed, if the King(of 'Great Britam had been able:to:come 
at that time thag he de to be with us, when the Writ 
to his General -out of ireland, and had Headed our Army, 
we might have made the Enemy look about them 5 'for-alf 
Diſputes would ſoon be compoſed;by a Crowned Head; and 
all the Generals would caſtly fubmit 'to be Led on [by a Great 
Monarch : And + doubt not but this will be our Honour and 
Happineſs this Swwmer;; for we ſhall have an Army of Brit- 
tains this following Campaign in Flavders, to the number of 
Twenty Thoufanda Horſe and Foot, which, with"the-Stares 
Army, and the Reputation we have always wone :againſbxhe 
French, will make'a«Force Formidable 'and Glorious; .and:if 
we are Conducted by our own Warlike Kivg, we ſhall put:

Indeed, to our great Scandal and 
Misfortune, we have a. ſort of People here in- Zn2/aud, who 
are Mutinous' and Abufrve under any Government, who arc 
Brave: and Daring at Play-Fouſes and: Taverns, but would 
rather ſee: their Country turned: into Rezxes, than honeſtly 
Fight for" it againſt an [rvading Enemy : That rejoyce be- 
cauſe: Turks and Infidels are helpers. of the: French:+ That va» 
lue neither Liberty, Religron, or Laws, nor Zonour, fo their 
Pockets mighr' be fill'd to fatisfic their Zufs : Theſe are 
the Exemies of our Brave Xing ; and would pretend to ſuly 
the: Aions of the beſt of Princes, by their Impotent Railimes - 
bur let then breath out their Act Murmurings till Hemp 
will permit them to/ breath no longer : "Tis impoſlible they 
ſhould hurt his moſt G/oriows' Name, which long ago has bin 
Famous-over many Nations; and Loved, Zonoured, and E- 
fteemed by the greateſt Caprains and Generals of the Age. 
He is every where known to have all thoſe Fertzes which” 
tend to make a moft Renowned Hero : He is Juft, Sober, Tem- 

perate, Wiſe, and Valiant : He is fuch a Prince as a Philoſc- 
pher would delight to repreſent to the World for. a Pattern ; 
and has not one Quaality but what tends to the/Greatneſs, 
Proſperity; Hoenonr and Reputation of a Chriſtian Nation : | He 
never faw Fear but in the face of an Enemy : He has often 


ſtared Death inthe Face, even in its moſt terrible Poſtures ; 


and has graſp'd at his Zaurels through ſtreams of Blood, It 
is not ro-us alone, I mean to the Erp/iſh Nation, to whom 
he haeth done the greateſt Good; The States: General, the 
Spaniſh King, the Dake of Brandenburgh, with all the other 
German Princes; nay, the Emperor himſelf are all yas 
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by him, and do declare it to the World, by the moſt grate-- 
ivl Teſtimony, that they really are fo : For if our late King: 
had kept his Poſt till this time, and carried on his De/igs: 
with the French King, as he had contrived it;; nay, though- 
he had ſtood neuter, or only a Spectator, whiles the other. 
ſhould pour his Legions into. the Spaniſh Netherlands, we. 


ſhould ſoon ſee how like a Deluge they would run into the 


Provinces, ſwallow up all before them ; and then what the: 
Neighbouring Princes might expe, is eaſie to be imagined ;- 
our turn: here in Emland would ſoon come after ; our Rel:-- 
gzon and Laws would firſt ſuffer a Convulfion, and what: 
might become at laſt of our Kingdoms in general, is caſte to: 
be gueſſed, when King James ſhould have truſted him fo far. 


They are- not only Protefants whom he harh obliged, but- 


many other Princes of the Roman Catho/ick Religion : And His 


, Excellency, the Marquis. 4 Caſtanaga, Governor* of the Low- 
Countries, when he had receiv'd the News-of the King's Suc-- 


_ ceſs in Ireland, was heard to ſpeak theſe Words with the 


greateſt Aﬀection, viz. That he was perſwaded, King William 
was Born to be a Sceurge to the French : That-by Him the Con- 
federate Princes might expett Juſtice againſt the Grand Tyrant, 
and by His means a'Firm and Happy Peace would be eſtabliſhed: 
aver all Europe. 

But among the other Bleſſings, which: we;His Subjects ſhall 
enjoy from Him, this is not one of the leaft, That as He is. 
a Valiant and Warlike, Monarch, ſo he will ratſe again, among, 
us,.the Ancient Genius of true. Britti/h Valour, which was 10 
very much decay'd to. our great Diſhonour, under the Lux- 
ury and Eaſineſs of the Two laſt Reigns: For the Plenty, 
Riches, and Fertility of aKingdom, conduce-very little to. its 
Security and Honour, unleſs 'tis alſo well ſtocked with skil- 
ful Men of War, and a good Soldiery: And that Nation hath 
the beſt pretence to Riches, good. Trafique, an caſie and. free 
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Cammerce, and the moſt obliging Reſpeds of Forreien States,” 
who have rhe beſt. Swords. Now, theſe Two Years of' 
War, which we have had in Ireland and Flaxders, have cons: 
ſiderably ſtocked us with-able Officers, and have ſo hardned : 
and emboldned the ordinary Soldiers, that. they are now 

pretty well fitted for any difhcult or brave -Undertaking ; 
who, firſt when they. were drawn into the Field, were fitter * 
to have Nurſes to attend them, than Officers to''Command-: 
them. And, notwithſtanding at preſent, the publick Taxes 

of the Kingdom, and the Expences: for' carrying on the” War : 
by Sea.and Land, are burdenſome and heavy to the Subject; 
which indeed are nothing to the Troubles of other Subjects - 
beyond the «Sea, yet I doubt not, but-in a ſhort rime, we 
ſhall confine the French King to his. proper Bounds, force ' 
him to ſeek Terms of Peace at: our Will and Diſcrerion , 
have our Religion and Properties firmly and truly ſettled at 

Home, and'a tree, Trade and Commerce over all the World. . 


I come now. to. give-a brief and curſory-Deſcription"of-the - 
Lower Flanders, not in a Geographical Senſe; but as *ris rhe 
Seat of War, and a Place convenient for the good Living and 
Subſiſtance of Soldiers; ſo that thoſe. of my Nation, who 
have not.yet been Abroad, and by:the X 7NG are- Com-- 
manded to ſerve there in His Army, the Next Campaign, may 


- notbe diſheartned or aftrighted by the- impertinent Tales of 


unexperienced . People, concerning. the cortdition of a Low-' 
Country Soldier, that ſo they niay be encouraged cheartully 
to go, and learn to be Skilfa/, ro. be Brave, and to Conquer, 
in that Place which. is the Nurſery of Men of War; and. 
where Wealth, Honour, and Glory may be gotten -by the Ya- 
liant and Vidtorious.. The Countries of Brabant, of 'Heynol!, 
of Namur, of Flanders, are ſo Pleaſant, fo Fertile, fo aboun-: 
ding in Corr, in Flax, in all forts of. Proviſions; as Beef,

In that Place, which by along Camp 
is made Defart; you- ſhall ſee the next Vear all: forts of Grain 
in ſuch a flouriſhing; condition, as if it had bm kept up by 
the-greareſt Arr, Skill, and" Induſtry of the” Hibandman': 
When: the- Seaſon comes, they but juſt turn up rhe Farth 
with a Plough; and caſt in tlie Seed, and they don't doubt 
of a plentiful FHarvefe, if we don't provent them.

Some further Obſervation on the Battle of Fleury. 


We muſt acknowledge, That the deſign of the Confederates 
was well laid; ſo that if Boufflers had buſied upon the 
Moſelle, as it was contrived, either the Duke of Luxemburgh 
would. not have ventured a Battle, or elſe he would have haz- 
zarded rhe loſs ty ſince it-was only by Number that he got 
the advantage he had, and not by the Valour: of his Soldiers. 
On the other ſide, it 1s to be preſumed, That Prince Waldeck 


wquld.not, have run the risk. of an Engagement, had he been 


truly informed of the ConjunRion ; ſo that the firſt and prin- 
cipal cauſe of this Misfortune proceeded from this, That the 
Troops of Brandenburgh, Munſter, and Newburgh, were not 
Joyner at the Place appointed, to. divert. the French Forces. 
There-are ſome however, that will not ſtick to ſay, et if

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the Cavalry had done their Duty, as well as the Foot, the E- 
nemy had certainly Routed : But that was ſcarce poſlible, 
by reaſon of their over-powering number; it being apparent, 
that they were very near Three to One: By which means, as 
. the Holanders had no Relaxation, the French only Fought by 
- turns, and never Charged but once, whereas the others were 
conſtrained to Charge Three times. - | 
| Fa - Then again, Beſides that the Number was fo unequal, the 
lace of Battle-was no way favourable, it being a-Plain of a 
rge extent, Wherein the Dutch Army was conſtrained to 
Fight altogether ; whereas, had the Place been narrower, they 
{ might have formed more than Two Lines, and have had a 
| Reſerve beſide, which would have, in ſome meaſure, ſupply'd 
the inequality of Number. In ſhort, not to condemn the 
Cavalry —_— whoſe Fault perhaps would not have ſeem'd 
ſo great, had not«the Foot perform'd fo well; certain ir- is; 
that they were far more unequal in number to the Enemies 
Es. Foot, than the Dutch Foot to the Enemies Cavalry ; fo that it 
is not altogether to be wondred, that the one gave Ground 
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while the other ſtood firm ; ro-which we may add, That they 
had to-do with. the King's Horſe; that is-to fay, with all the 

Braveſt, moſt hana. and beſt Diſciplined Men in Frarce. 

Beſides that, the Frexch Cavalry had more Generals than the 

| Dutch Horſe, which was a great benefit for the Rallying them, 

when they were broken ; and which, * without queſtion, was 

the cauſe, in part, that the other could never Rally again. 

After all, wg have many Reaſons to perſwade us, That this 

Victory was not fo advantagious to the Frexch as they at 

M firſt gave out, and that it coſt them much more than they were 

| then willing we ſhould know. Tis certain, they tarried a 

| very ligtle while upon the Field of Victory. And itis no leſs. 

| - true, that they were fo far from purſinng Prince Wa/deck 

after the Fight, as is uſual, that hahadall the leiſure he could 
defire to make. a flow Retreat. Ry 


- All the Advan that the French reap'd from this Vi- 
Rory, were only , Thar they put their Enemies to great 
Expences to Recruit their Army”; and that they maintain'd - 
themſelves in the Spaxiſh Dominions, and exacted from thence 
moſt heavy Contributions ; and which is more conſiderable, 
. they gain time ;- ſo- that the Campaign was too far ſpent, 

before their Enemies were in 'a Condition to attempt any 
thing conſiderable againſt them. - | 
In the laſt place, ſome look-upon the management of this 

Action, as a thing that ſhewed-the fineneſs of French Counſel 
above all other. *Tis true indeed, that they made uſe of their 
Garrifons to gain a Battle, and that by that means'they ſup- 
plied the ſmallneſs 'of their Number : But unleſs they 'were 
aſſured of Victory, this was a very imprudent. courſe ; for 
what would have become of France, had the Enemy proved 
Vidtorious'?- Her Garrifons would have *been iſhed, 
without knowing where to get more Forces to ſupply the 
want of the Slain. Tt was more likely that ſhe might have 
loſt the greateſt part; and that the Enemy might-have bro- 
ken into the Kingdom, pn_ all 'before him to Fire and 
Sword: ' And therefore this Counſel of FFraxce will admit of 
no excuſe, but by faying, they were aſſured of Vietory.
